The de- 
livery of the lecMiirc <)(!(Ui])ie<l attonr 
an liour and a half, but was ho iii- 
K^reslinK that the time seemed 
Hcareely half that lonj;. Helow is 
given a liawty attempt at a synopsis 
of it tak<in from the notes and 
memory. In folIowiiiK up the 
above Hub.jecti he used as a text 
tli(^ following e,\tract from the writ- 
ings of the Right Honorable .loseph 
('hamberlain, one of Kngland's leail- 
ing stalesmi-n : " (Trent ness does 
not eonsist in giowing rich and i)to- 
Nporous, and it is only by iiieiirriim 
responsibilities, by struggling with 
obstacles, by oonfronting dangers 
and by eonquering ditllculties, that 
men or nations justly win r«»speet." 

Ho then briefly dwelt u|)on the 
v/irions epochs in our country's 
history, conii»aring them with the 
epochs in the life of man. The 
colonial perio<l was called the in- 
fancy of the rei)ul>lie. Independence 
and fifty years afterwards, a l)oy of 
Hixteon, who finding homo condi- 
tions harsh and unjus', leaves the 
parental roof to seek his own 
fortune ; the se(!ond half of our 
first century a young man from 
twenty to thirty, making name and 
fortune. 

The Revolutionary War of 1H12, 
Moxicin War and the Civil War, 
were all for self-intert^si,. They 
were just and noble all the sam<\ 
Those with (Jreat Britain were for 
self- preservation. We find less to 
admire, or feel proud of in the 
Mexican War than in the others, 
be(!au8e it was waged against a 
weak nation, its only ,justifi<'ation 
being in the fact that if was more to 
aid the T(!.\ans than in our own 
interests that it was carried on. 
Next coining to tl>e Civil War we 
see that it was also a struggle from 
a selfish point of view. Tlu^ 
primary object of the war was self- 
pre8(*ivation as a nation, trie free- 
ing of the slaves was only a means 
to this cud, and not from lofty and 
unset llsh considerations. 

Having passed through thpso 
struggles we may compaie our 
nation to M young man of twenty. 
It is then that w<( meet with the 
first occasion when* our (lovern- 
ineiit, under Mr. Seward's lead, 
took a stand that involved <langer 
to ourselves, purely in th(* intercut 
of a people for whoso welfare wo 
were not dir«ctly responsible. 
While our people had been en- 
grossed with their own internal 
troubles, the French took advantage 
of it and invaded Mexico, and tried 
by force to place Maxiniillian, an 
Austrian Prince, ovc^r the Mexican 
people as ruler. When our Civil 
War was over the government 
warii«M.I the I"''reneh to get out of 
Mexico and leave the people of that 
(sountry to manage their own af- 
fairs or war would be tho result, 
and Kratico thought it diseniet to 
elioose tlie former alternativ**. 

The Sec(md o(!casion was when, 
during rrcsideut tMeveland's second 
administration our Government 
threatened Great liritain with war 
in l)ehalf of the weak Republic of 
Vcncy.uela. 

The third notable (xtcasioii was 
the recent (^spousal by our (Jovern- 
menf of the cause of Cuban in- 
dependence. 

Continuing the noraparison be- 



tween our nation and a man, we 

may bo said to have passed the li- 
mits of yoant] manhood. Tho na- 
tion has "made its future." It 
stands before the world " rich and 
l)rosperouH" in an eminent degree. 
Can it claim the title of "great- 
ness" from the world? I think 
not. 

In espousing the cause of Vene- 
zuela and Cuba, our nation has 
certainly set a noble example to 
the world. In the first instance, 
the moderation and good judgment 
of Hritisli statesmen averted war. 
In the second, yon all know, war 
came, and our (government was 
compcll(>d to UH<> th(* Navy and the 
Army to enforce its demanils made 
in the interests of humanity. The 
chances of war have brought upon 
us responsibilities of a most un- 
exjiected sort. 

Of these, the Philippine question 
is the most embarrassing. There 
are several interests, which .seem to 
impel us to take the whole group of 
islands. One is a solHsh interest 
in behalf of our growing com- 
merce, and importance as a nation. 
The arguments of the anti-exj)an- 
sionists do not make* allowance for 
these growing interests. They do 
not show how we are to protect our 
commerce, oi- what position we are 
to take that would bo commensur- 
ate with our dignity as a nation be- 
fort* the world. They employ the 
warnings of Washington in his 
farewell a<idress as arguments 
against expansion. These warnings 
of Washington against l)ecoming 
involved in foreign entanglements 
w<>re wise for a young and weak 
nation to heed. But wouhl we 
giv(< the same advice to a child 
that we would give to a full grown 
man 't Of course, not. 

Under the present conditicms of 
of intercourse between nations, by 
the aid of steam an<l electricity, 
our nation must take its place in 
the world's onward march, or we 
will l)e left out. To hold back 
would be regression — a taking up of 
the world-condemiKMl policy of 
C'liina and what was that of Japan 
a generation ago. A policy of iso- 
lation is impossible to such a people 
as ours. So I think it can be 
shown to be for our interests to take 
tho Philippines and hold them at 
It'asl until they are capalile of self- 
government. 

But 1 put our duty on much 
higher ground. Picture what 
would follow our relinquishment of 
tlHMu to Spain. The history of the 
islands since first they were dis- 
covered by Spain has been thiee 
ciMituries of mi.sgovernment, of 
spoliatiim and cruelty, by Spain's 
ofUcials, horsoldiers, and especially 
by her friars. Nor would leaving 
of them alone at the present time 
beany less horrible* in results, for 
no oiMf has any <'onfi<l(Uice in theii 
readiness for self-goveinnient 
Hence we owe it to the cause of the 
world's civilization to hold the isl- 
amls and start their people on a 
career of progress in right direc- 
tions. In taking this step we may 
meet with many things in the way 
of "responsibilities," " olistacles." 
"dangers" and " dmiculticH." The 
jealousy of Kuroi)ean nations may 
be excited, the Philippines may be 
rebellious, we will be held respoiisi- 
bl(> for lh(>ir good government. 

The Phili|)pine <|ut\stions should 
be acci'ptod as a test put upon our 
nation to prove wh«>th(>r we are 
"great" or not. Many a man 
who has gained fortune and fame 
at forty, has miserably failed upon 
reaching sixty. And this was be- 
cause lie was not "great." Nations 
that have become rich and |)ros- 
|)eroiis have declined and been 
destroyed l)ecrtUH0 they were not 
"great," Kgypt, Persia, Greece, 
and Rome aros(>, became rich and 
prosiicrons, then fell ; but they 
never became truly " great." 

The rulr has lieen that nations 
like individuals, pass through 
periods of youth, maturity and old 
age — coming sooner or late to a 
state of dissolution. 

It is a cpiestion of great interest 
to the Rludeiil, whether the future 
will giv(* US a nation or nations, 
that c/ui ilefy this law of decay an(^ 
death. As we look ov<>r the world 
at pn>sent, we see eonditions that 
challenge our keenest interest. Is 
the oldest of all nations on the 
veige of dismemberment and tot- 
t<M-ing to itH fall V What of the 
"Sick Man of Europe V" What of 
tho future of Spain ? Are tlie 



great military powers of Europe 
"great" nations? What of 
France morally ? Has a decline 
begun in Great Britain ? 

I have said tliat possibly the 
solution of the Philippine question 
may determine whether the United 
States is to show itself a truly 
"great" nation, or enter upon a 
downward course, ending only in 
dismeml)erment and ruiu. Many 
who oppose a policy of "ex- 
pansion," say, and with some show 
of reason, that before we under- 
take to govern alien peoples, we 
ought to correct the al)uses that 
exist in our own political maiiag**- 
meiit. Bosses should be over- 
thrown, bribery and corruption in 
city councils, state legislatures and 
general elections, should be done 
away with. These evils certainly 
do need to be removed, aa<l if they 
are not, they will surely cause the 
destruction of our political system. 

But some beli<>ve that the as- 
sumption of such responsibilities as 
governing the Phillippines can he 
made an efficient means of curing 
our domestic evils. Testimony in 
this regard may he also gained 
from the writings of Chamlierlain. 
Alluding to Hon. Carl Schuiz's 
fear that a policy of expansirm 
" would result in a fearful increase 
of profligacy and corruption," 
C'hamlaulain says: — 

" There was a time in Knglish 
history when coirupiion was rife in 
politics and the public service; l>ut 
with the extension of empire and 
the inciVased sense of responsibility, 
the conscience of the nation was 
stirred against the scandal, and 
both at home and al)road public 
life has- been freed fiom this l)light- 
ing pest. For many years past 
there has been no instance in which 
a i)ublic 8»!rvant of any standing 
has misused his position, to his 
own advyintage, or in which the 
little patronage, which still remains 
to ministeis, lias been used corrupt- 
ly, or to the injury of public in- 
terests." 

Being doubtful of the correctness 
of the above statement Sir Julian 
Pauucefote was consulted and he 
sustained this view, saying that it 
was true in every respect. 

The duty, then, which the best 
public sentiment everywhere in 
our country owes to the inesenl 
crisis, is to demand that our public 
servants, from the President down, 
shall govern the Philippines on a 
standard of political purity, which 
means, thoroughly human and 
honest, administration, in the in- 
terest of tlu* civilization and the 
hope of the ultimate freedom and 
self-government of the people of the 
islands. 

But Benjamin Kidd, an able 
Knglish writer, thinks this final end 
to be unattainal'le. In a recent 
article in the Allaiifir, he says: — 
" On of the leading principles 
that I have tried to enunciate in 
my book, on the control of the 
tropics, is that such territories can 
never be colonies, that the while 
man can never be acclimatized in 
flu* tropics, that such regions must 
continue to be permanently peopled 
by their natural inhabitants, and 
that the highest duty of the civiliz- 
ed power tiiat undertakes reponsibi- 
lity in relation thereto, is to see that 
they shall be governed, not in the 
interest of the governing power, 
but as a trust for civilization. " 

I hold then, finally, that the 
Phililipine question is to be settled, 
not from considerations of self-in- 
terest, but that we are to shoulder 
clu^erfuUy all the responsiliility put 
uptni us l>y Providence, as a " trust 
for civilization," "struggling, with 
obstacles," "confronting dangers," 
and " conquering difficulties," that 
we may at length piove ours to be a 
" great nation, " thatcan justly win 
the respect of the world.

AND LAMB, WITH BKATING HEK. 

Thomas Quinn, of 135 Diivcman 
street, who is deaf, dumb, blind 
and lame, was a [irisoner this iiiorn- 
ing in the Butler Street court, be- 
fore MagisMate Bristow. Quinn 
was charged with liejitiug his sister- 
in-law, Annie Bagley, who, it is 
said, acts as the blind, deaf, dumb 
and lame man's housekeeper. It 
was necessiiry to take Quinn in the 
patrol wagon to the station house 
last night, and this nuwning when 
he was arraigned in Court, all the 
resources ot the department of 
languages attached to the Butler 
street bailiwick were taxed to the 
utmost. Magistrate Bristow, who 
is conversant with several lan- 
guages in the cause of justice, ask- 
etl tlH> defendant why he did not 
liehave himself. The man neither 
looked, signed nor explained, and 
ev«rythiiig was blank in court for 
several minutes. Magistiate Bris- 
tow looked as if he tliought the 
man should be C(Mamitted for eon- 
tempt. Finally there was a see- 
sawing in the air and lh(« complain- 
ing sister-in-law explained that she 
could and would interpret for the 
prisoiKM. 

In the meantime the accused ri>- 
mainded perfectly quiet, although 
he seemetl to l>e impressed with 
the sense of the justice that was in- 
volved ill the proceedings. .Miss 
Bagley said that her brother-in-law 
imagined that there W(>re tiouble- 
sonie people in the house, and 
every time that a search was iiia<le 
with fruitless results, In^ beat her. 
She intimated that she was getting 
tired of these castlgations, and 
and wished to have Iter brother-in- 
law enjoined from continuing the 
proceedings. Magistrate Bristow

The annual meeting at the Mac- 
kay Institute for Deaf-Mutes and 
the Blind, was held yesterday after- 
noon, the president, Mr. F. Wolf- 
erstan Thomas, in the chair, the 
others present being Mr. Charles 
Alexander, vice-president; Rev. 
Prof. Campbell, Rev. E. Bushell, 
Mr. Walter Drake, 
On rn ford, Mrs. F. 
Thomas, Mrs. Robert 
Mrs. Penhallow. 

The leport of the superintendent, 
Mrs. Aslieroft, was submitted. It 
stated : — 

"During the session 1897-98, 
sixty-two pupils were enrolled; 
thirty-four boys and twenty-eight 
girls. Of this number five were 
l)lind, seventeen semi-deaf or hard 
of hearing, and imporfect speech, 
twenty-one totally deaf, but able 
to talk ; twenty congenitally deaf. 
To all our pupils is given the op- 
portunity of acquiring speech, but 
only those having an aptitutle for 
the same are retained in the arti- 
culation classes. The children of 
defective liearini; and imperfect 
speech pursue the same course of 
studies and are instructed in the 
same way as children attending 
common schools, and are distinctly 
a class liy themselves — the manual 
alphabet or signs never l)oing used. 
The arti<'ulaiion dep.irtment i.« in 
charge of Miss Sibelle King, assist- 
ed by the other teachers. 

" Our staff remains the same as 
last year and consists of well-quali- 
fied, zealous and i>aiii.staking teach- 
ers, none of whom are deaf. Our 
.system of instruction is similiar to 
that used in all prominent schools 
for the deaf in the lTnite<l States 
and Canada. Numerous Iettei>s 
from the parents testify to the good 
results attained. 

" Drawing, freehand antl crayon 
are taught by Miss (Tcraldine Daly 
and most excellent piogress has 
been made by the memliers of this 
class. 

" Miss Ida Mclicod, assisted by 
Miss Elizabeth Duncan, is in charge 
of the class for the blind. The 
subjects taught are reading from 
raised type, writing (braille . and 
script), arithmetic, history, geo- 
graphy, music, vocal and instru- 
mental. The blind are also taught 
to cane chairs. 

" In June last, the following 
pupils, having finished their coui-se 
at the Mackay Institution, weit> 
honorably discharged : Thomas 
Shouldice, Percy Coffin, Albert 
Stewart, Armethe Morrison, Laura 
Staoey and Henrietta SVigget. 
Some of the aliove sought employ- 
ment and are acceptably fil'iing 
the different positions procured for 
them, and James McClelland. 
Frank Wigget and Harold Ilal- 
dane, wlio have for some years been 
in the employment of the Ixovern- 
inent Printing Bureau, Ottawa, are 
hohling their own with their more 
fortunate hearing competitora, and 
altogether, we continue to have 
every reason to feel proud of our 
graduates. 

" Prior to the departure of the 
boys for their summer vacation, 
they were allowed to paint pretty- 
colored dadoes for their lietlrooms, 
emiiellished with gilt borders. The 
halls also ivceived a new coat of 
paint and the kitchen, the coach- 
house and stable, and some handy 
medicine chests, cupboards and 
wai*<lrob<>s were turiuKl out fnini 
the workshop, and placed where 
convenient. Mr. Ernest Mtvson is 
fonnnan in the cabinet shop, where 
the pupils are acquiring a know- 
ledge of cariientry and oabi not- 
making. 

" Mr. Norman Wilson, one of 
our own graduates, assumed 
charge of the printing office in 
September, 1898, Mr. Joseph Todd 
was appointed instruct*^' i>f the 
boys in the shoe shop. 

" All of our girls out of siimoi are 
instructetl in plain sewing and 
fancy-work, and the older girls 
in di*eas-making and domestic 
economy. 

"There Revs. Edwacd Bushell 
( Episcopalian) and Dr. John Camp- 
bell (Presliytorian) pay bi-wvekly 
visits to the institution and condui'f 
rt^ligiouM services, in which they are 
assi^ited by the city clergymen of 



ths past yeir, eight pupils were 
received as iiiembei's of the Pivs- 
byterian Church and seven pre- 
sented themselves as candidates for 
CoVifirmation, for which they were 
sp;cially prepared by Mr. Bushell. 

"The health of the pupils has 
been very satisfactory. We were 
visited with but little sickness and 
no epidemic, which is to lie largely 
attributed to an abundance of out- 
door exercise and a wholesome, ap- 
petizing bill of fare. The home 
life of those little ones commitied 
is rendered as joyous 
as judicious training 
Indoor games are 
our large play-rooms 
weather.

We have to re 
cord our deep regret at losing the 
services of Dr. James \'. Anglin, 
whose luiremitting and ready at- 
tention and skilful treatment in 
times of illne.ss, won the gratitude 
of botli pupils and teachei-s. Dr. 
Anglin returned to his former posi- 
tion as a'^sistant su])erinteiideut of 
the Verdun In.sane Asylum, where 
we wish him prosperity and success. 
Dr. Howard M. Church beeaine his 
successor, and we are ah dy in- 
debted to him for nuineroiis visits. 

" We have again to express our 
.sincere tiianks to Mr. Iluliert Baker 
for vocal instruction in the blind 
department, to Messrs. C. E. E. 
Ussher and W. E. Davis, (Jeneial 
Passenger Agents of the Canadian, 
Pacific aud Grand Trunk Railways, 
for courtesies extended by them, 
and to Mrs. Ro'>t, the Misses Raynes, 
Ward aiKl Sweeney, of West- 
mount, are due thanks for tin ir 
weekly readings to the blind; also 
to Miss Ethel Raynes for conduct 
ing the Sabbath School class for the 
children who hear, and Mr. Charles 
Wickens for entertaining the pupil 
with historic stories every Friday 
evening." 

The annual report of the man- 
agers was next presented. It 
stated that the progress made by 
the pupils in their studies had oeen 
exceedingly good; and thanks were 
tendered to the honorary medical 
stafT and the visitiny: clergy for 
their services during the past yeai.

I wasjn,st as obsti- 
nat(' as 1 i'.onW bo, but the citizens 
come to ni(^ with tears in their eyes 
and laid their heads on my shoul- 
ders and vvi^pt, so anxious were they 
to have me serve with all my wealth 
of ability. They also pulled my

IJelievo cvorydiing Ihe scholars 
t(dl at home, and tli(>ii write her a 
lovely, scrawling note a.l)oiit how 
you "don't want your(diildren to 
study grammar, nohow," and also 
t(dl her that when you want y(Uir 
darlings (o \w doctors you will let 
her know when to begin teaching 
nasty physiology. And tlxui the 
teacher will lov(* you and your 
children, and give them a nice 
pri/.e t li(« last day. 

All these little pelly annoyances 
nuike the teacher's life on(( great, 
i;ladsome holiday, so it doesn't 
mak(( much difference whelhersho 
has any o(her fun or no(. Ev(uy 
chance you get, when vi.siting the 
school, carry mud onto her clean 
floor widi your great, big, bunioruid 
feel, iiilk in a fond boislerous man- 
ner, and lot the pupils know hot 
inferiorKy, and (he toa(dier will 
love you so that if hIk* m'er gets a 
chance she will slip some rough on 
rats into your (JolTee, just for a joke, 
you know, to be agreeable. 

Don't buy arfy appai'atus for the 
schoolroom, and whenever the poor 
l('a(dier suggests any improvement, 
call her attention totli(> fact (hat in 
your day "(heydidn'l have no such 
new fangl((d, hitch f.iliiliu, idoos," 
and folks go( along just as well.

It is ci'o- 
diteil withSHVoii jiiipilM. nouhllo.ss- 
ly inoft* schools of this kind will 
spiiiig up ill this Stiit(> in the near 
fiitufc, !is lh(> law at ))f(fS('nl allows 
$150 p(>r aniinm for each l)n])il, and 
this alVofds a liotlor rcnuiiioratioii 
for Mi(> l(ia(;h(^rs than is allowed by 
the Sl;ale iiiHlitnlion. Tln^ii, too, 
there are only five days' ^*'ork in 
the week, with none of the drud- 
gery, sneli as evening study super- 
vision, condtieling daily and Sun- 
day services, and other duties im- 
posed on teachers connected with 
the Stiito school. It was claimed at 
the time the law estabiisliing these 
schools was up for discussion, that 
the Stale would bo a great gainer 
in a money sense, and tills no doubt 
had great \vei;jht with ihemembi-rs 
of th(i legislature in passing the 
law. According to lli(> ligures of 
the anniiftl teporl for ISitH, the ex- 
penditures for the fiscal year, includ- 
ing everything, wer(> |!t3,lG7 and 
the number of pupils cared for at 
the same time was 537, thusmakin;.; 
th(« per (!iij>ita in round numl)ers 
flOti. Adding to the *ir)() allowed 
pel pupil, the eo.st of grounds, l)uild- 
ings, fuel and light which the peo- 
ple of the cities where these schools 
ar(( located, are taxe() in addition 
to the Slate tax to pay, and there 
will" l)(( very little di (Terence or sav- 
ing to the State. As to the results 
nccriKsd to th(^ pupil? Tliiit's th" 
question. Tlui benefit will wholly 
favot those taught in the Slaie 
sciiool, where more perfect classi- 
flnition can be had, and ndigious 
and moral inst-ruction given the 
child, wiiich are wholly iu'gle(Med 
in these city schools. lUit the 
gn^atcHl of all ndvantages iriven the 
pu[)ilH in tin? Stfile schools is the 
industrial training. For it Ills tlie 
pupil after leaving s<!liool in some 
vo(!ation he can follow, and Ihusde- 
pend on himst^lf for a living and 
not become a charg(^ on the State. 
Meanwhile, up in (Meveland, those 
in cliarg(! of th<^ [)ay School tln^re, 
are hollering pretty loud to draw 
attention to tlieir institution, and 
as a conse<iuence, a great deal of 
rot is published in the papers there, 
which |»eoi)]e who know little about 
the instruction of IIk? deaf have 
thrust into their liftads and told 
these \)0 facts. 'Phey have ev(Mi 
gone so far as to claim that the sys- 
tem of teaching in CMevelan(] is the 
best in tint State of Ohio, not even 
this inslilution excepted. That is 
putlinn it pretty high. How would 
a little test of comi)arison do. Our 
information is that tin* work (here 
accomplished 1h aol what it is claim- 
ed to be. 

It is also claimed tluit the authori- 
ties up there htjve letters from 
parents out of llie (Mty, who intend 
moving there foi the express put- 
pose of (ilacing their children in 
the scliool. One rea."Oti given, and 
it's a peculiar one, is that by s(»nding 
children to tlie State school they be- 
come n»ore or less eslfanged from 
their parents by Iheir long separa- 
tion. W(^ wonder how iininy of the 
'^1)41 pupils who hav<^ b(>en taught 
within the institution since its

The Lecturer. — Cadwallader L. 
^Vashburn, Son of the JMiller Kiim 
of Minneapolis. 

Subject. — Morocco and the Moors. 

Verdict. — Magnificent, unique, 
artistic. 

Such expWiins the treat to which 
a large number of Chicago's silent 
poinilation were heli>ed last Tues- 
day nighl in the Methodist Chapel. 
The technical training that the 
lecturer had received in the most 
famous 8cho<»W of the country was 
manifest in ready olT-hand drawing 
on the blackboard, to illustrat(i a 
point. Add to this a g(>nius for 
mimicry, jiml it will beseen tliat the 
young lecturer brought a rare 
tHiuipment to the task of telling of 
a mute artist's experiences of a year 
and a half in Morocco. Let us fol- 
low him. A few days sail brought 
our friend to Gibraltar, where he 
found the waters more stormy than 
even in the English Channel. The 
vessel as it tipproached Tangier, 
Morocco, had to take a zig-zag 
[illustrated] course against the 
lieavy tides, produced by Suez 
Canal. At length the outlines of 
.Africa could bo discerned by the 
seasick passengers, then the out- 
lines of a city [illustrated] made 
white by the glarinj^ African sun. 
Here the experienced Captain cau- 
tioned the ptissengers to hold on 
closely to their baggage, for soon the 
Moors were appi-oaehing the vessel 
in queer crafts, and in l(>ss than no 
time had climbed the sid(>s of the 
v(^ssel and made a wild scramble 
for the haggage. In their violent 
attempts to jerk away valises or 
bags, the latter sometimc's have fal- 
len into the sea, causing much vexa- 
tion, and on one occasion the ap- 
pearance of a iiiitish man-of-war to 
enforce Ihe claims against the Sul- 
tan for the loss of valtiable pack- 
ages this waj'. Needless to say 
that the latter came down with the 
indemnity iiromptly. The sight of 
beggars with eyes scarred or limbs 
cut olT is common enough in Tan- 
gier. This fearful punishment for 
murder in IIk^ first ca.se, and petty 
thieving in Iho second, is slill re- 
sponsible for this. Dogs and don- 
keys ai"©, also, nuMierous. The 
former made a great pretense of 
being tierce, but a coiinier-blulT at- 
toiiipt at picking up a sIomo will 
seiitl one of them fl.ving down the 
street like a full bark before a gale. 
Donkeys are so cluNips that one 
friend bought one for two dollars 
and a half, fattened it on tor cents 
a day and disposed it at a profit of 
half a dollar, on l(>aving. However, 
Ihe donkey's life is rendered a 
burden by the heartlessness of the 
Moors, t'oinpelled to bear heavy 
burdens the masters are cojilinually 
uiging them on by proddings from 
behind. The fierce rays of the sun 
beat on the sores, causing them to 
swell out. It naturally excites the 
compassion of tourists, but on the 
Moors if pioduced no eflect what- 
ever. They are a stony-hearted 
race. 

Law in Morocco is not administer- 
ed according to the justice of the 
case. For example, if two Moors 
bring the case of Ihe ownership of 
a chick(Mi before a lawyer, he will 
decide th(> (iu«>stion as to which will 
make him tlie best inducement by 
way of goods or nioiuw. Expe- 
diency and not principle rules here. 

The Moor's idea of harmony of 
music is to produce the most dis- 
cordant notes on ditTerent instru- 
ments accompanied to " fine frenzv 
rolling." [Illustrated.] This is 
apt to excitl^ the risibilities of 
strang«!rs, but they know belter not 
to give vont to the latter for good 
reasons. So th(>y pretend to be 
interested. However, lh(\v don't 
call for an encore. Onceisenough. 

Barter is accomplished through 
the aid of signs, and after closely 
watching them a well-educated 
mute can pick them up and carry 
on free conversation with the na- 
tives. 

It is amusing to watch two Moors 
trying to make an exchange in 
signs. One will try lo laud his 
article to the ski(>s, the other will 
shrug his shouldeis, assume an ex- 
jiression ofdisgust, and point toan- 
other salesman who will sell it at 
half price, and so on. Cad himself 
cauglit on to the game, and by dint 
of throe days haggling got a com- 
bination of an evaporator and 
drinking vase [illustrate] for fifteen 
pieces, original jirice thirty. The 
next day he was surprised to s«e 
the Moor in his studio, wanting the 
articles back and ofTering to r(>- 
fund. The pieces were found to 
be correct in number, nay exceeded 
the original number, but were 
counterfeit, which ended in the 
Moor being ordered out of Cad's 
studio. 



" As numerous as tSeas" is a 
proverb in Morocco, and everj' one 
seems to be scratching andslaiiping 
itt himself to get at these pestiferous 
tliiiig.s. It is hard to get a model 
to remain still, for he will be break- 
ing his posture to get at the fieas, 
and even the offer of double "bac- 
sheesh" has no effect on him. 
That the artist should lose patience 
and run Ihe " model," flea, ef at. 
out of his studio, is not to be won- 
dered at. The lecturer made this 
part interesting by acting it. 

Moorish women, of course, wear 
their fa(*es covered, and the reason 
for this is to be explained that it is 
done in order that W(unen with 
ugly faces can have an equal 
cliauce in the lottery of marriage 
with their more fortunate sistfTS 
When a young Moor takes a fancy 
to a woman, he sends a friend lo 
her parents and demands her hand 
in iiiairiage. The answer will be, 
what can he give for herV It may 
he one dollar, or a half, according 
to the .>oumi mail's circumstances. 
For seven days the relatives of the 
man and woman keep up hideous 
music and the general firing of 
musketiy announces the wedding 
as accomplished. At twelve Iho 
groom approaches the bride seated 
on a divan, and for the first time 
gazi\s upon her unveiled face. One 
can imagine his anxiety and sus- 
pense, then. 

One day Mr. Washbuiiie was de- 
termined to visit a place far from 
Tangiei, where the Sultan con- 
fined his prisoners. Securing a 
yiiide and soldier from the Sult.an, 
h(» made ready lo starl at four in 
the morning, in order to avoid the 
fierce sun's rays. However, on re- 
tiring he forgot to unbolt his door, 
and slept on. Presently the guide 
and soldier came to the place. 
They knocked hard, then louder 
and louder, but to no purpose. 
The mute artist slept on. Kinally 
they got a gun from some traveleis, 
and judging from their fruitless 
cfTorts loaded it double and let it 
go Biff, bang, Washburne jump- 
ed out of his bed as if hurled by i\ 
catiipult He opened the door 
and comin<>nced getting things 
ready. The Moors gesticulated and 
l)ointed at the rising sun, while the 
artist fruitlessly tried start his cof- 
fee boiling. At last they got start- 
ed, the sun just lising above the 
horizon !

Needless to say that the lat- 
ter is as black as spades, but with- 
al is so affable and not afTected with 
the swollen head.

January 7th to Uth, 189i». Thanks 
lo the courtsey of A. A. Lozier, 
President of the Cleveland Cycle 
Company, for complimentary tic- 
kets, he had the run of the show at 
all ho-.irs. More instru(!tion can be 
had in the morning when the crowd 
is less, for the examination of Ihe 
ingenious parts of the mechanism, 
"the wheel within wheels" and for 
conversation with the makers. The 
evening is mostly Kiven up lo fun, 
to pe.tnut and candy eating, to 
collecting buttons, pins and cir- 
culars, to gaze upon the celebrities, 
Major Taylor, the dusky cycling 
wonder, and the big guns of every 
cycle house. Beauty was there lo 
pat the big Graham mastiff, to win a 
Cycle Camera button, where the 
men failed, to ride the Automoliile, 
to start the gentlemanly clerks talk- 
ing voluminously by an apparently 
innocent question.
